I put the Centennial on CW in time for the Hootowl Sprint Sunday night. 
The Centennial produces CW by feeding an audio tone into the mike input. 
Lost the manual («*#!@*!!) so built an audio oscillator circuit from 
W1FB's DATA BOOK. I was worried when I heard multiple tones in the 
Centennial's output while listening with my FT-890 two feet away. 

But the fact that one tone was much louder than the rest gave me hope! 
Had my daughter Sarah repeatedly press the "Message" button on the memory 
keyer while I drove a few blocks with my OHR 80m rig, battery and a couple 
feet of antenna wire. Two blocks away the signal sounded fine. 

During the Hootowl, one kind gentleman in PA interpreted "CQ QRP TEST" 

to be a request for a detailed signal report, and gave the Centennial 

a clean bill of health. Worked seven stations, then checked into the 
KnightLite CW Net. Earlier in the day I visited the Piedmont QCWA SSB 
net. Hey! I like this! 


The slow downward drift of the Centennial (I measure roughly 5 Hz per 
minute) is more noticeable on CW than on SSB, as is the "digital" 
tuning effect (like tuning a synthesized rig in larger than normal 
steps) produced by the tuning pot wiper traversing pot windings.

Cecil - Let me have another go at it and then I will drop it. (famous last 
words huh?) 


"=8Athe linear acceleration of particles that causes radiation. Those poor 
electrons in the coil are primarily going in circles=8A" 


This is true. Acceleration is a vector quantity so we can represent the 
current in the coil by two orthogonal components, say vertical and 
horizontal. 


"The opposite polarity of the currents on each side of the coil will tend 
to neutralize any near field." 


This is true for the horizon components of the currents. They are in 

opposite directions on opposite sides of the coil and will cancel in the 
plane of the turn. The vertical components on the opposite sides of the 
turn are in the same direction, up, and will add to the radiation field. 


"Why not count the transmission line as part of the radiating element and 
prove me even more wrong?" 


A properly designed, matched, and terminated coaxial transmission line will 
not radiate as all the fields are contained within it. A balanced feed line 
will radiate a bit, but very inefficiently. It will have approximately the 
same radiative properties of a dipole with the same spacing; that is a 1 
inch balanced feed line will radiate roughly similarly to a dipole 1 inch 
long. AS you surmise this very small near field can be ignored for most 
practical HF applications. 


"=8Aa properly designed coil has a very small near field." 


Yes, and as you have correctly pointed out, the original SLV does not have 
what either physicists or engineers would characterize as a "properly 
designed coil". 


"The power lost to radiation subtracts from its reactive loading function 
and is undesirable." 


Long and skinny coils radiate significantly which is why they are 
undesirable for most applications. For antennas the radiation is acceptable 
as it will form part of the field. 


I enjoy the technical aspects of these exchanges. They make me think and 
are useful refreshers. Unfortunately I tend to take your tongue in cheek 
comments too personally. I guess I will have to adapt the method suggested 
earlier of composing a reply and letting it age for 24 hours before I post 
it when replying to your posts.

>What law or laws of physics prohibits this? 


Section 937£.002a-33c :-) clearly states that it is the linear 
acceleration of particles that causes radiation. Those poor electrons 
in the coil are primarily going in circles while making very little 
linear progress and getting the crap knocked out of them as shown by 
the current entering the bottom of the coil vs the current leaving the 
top of the coil. The opposite polarity of the currents on each side 
of the coil will tend to neutralize any near field. It would be much 
better if the coil was located at the center of the antenna rather 
than at the bottom so the part beneath the coil would be exposed to 
maximum current and linear acceleration of electrons. Ideally, the 
coil should be close to the top of the vertical with a large top 

hat above that. 


If you allow the coil to count as part of the linear portion of the 
radiating element, then there is no room for the coil. Your feedpoint 
estimate of 10 ohms with a 20 foot radiating element would occur at 

the bottom of the coil and we both know a simple measurement will 
disprove that notion. A transmission line is even more linear than 

a coil. Why not count the transmission line as part of the radiating 
element and prove me even more wrong? Like a properly tuned transmission 
line, a properly designed coil has a very small near field. The power 
lost to radiation subtracts from its reactive loading function and 

is undesirable. 


Speaking of rubber duckies, I made some very interesting measurements 
the other day. Compared to a quarterwave whip with tigertail, the 
rubber ducky that came with my Alinco-580 was 12dB down. What do you 
know? That's 8% efficiency compared to a less than perfect test antenna. 
The HT had to eat 92% of the power when using the duck. 


We have shifted from my opinion of the efficiency of the original SLV 
to a cerebral argument about physics which you are predestined to win. 
The difference in our positions is 0.02 'S' units which is neglible. 
Use calculations and charts until you are blue in the face, your 
antenna will not measure out as you designed it. We won't really 

know who's right until someone makes some measurements in the 

real world. If nobody else will do it, guess I'll have to.
